BEGINS AT BOISE 


SECRETARY-TREASURER OF THE 
WESTERN FEDERATION OF 
MINERS IN COURT. 

Mrs. Haywood Is Wheeled Tnto the 
Court Room, Accompanied by 
Her Two Daughters. 


Boise, Idaho, May 10.—William D. 
Haywood, secretary-treasurer of the ^ 
Western Federation of Miners, was n 
placed on trial yesterday for com- s 
plicity in the murder at Caldwell, 0 
Idaho, on December 30, 1905, of 
former Governor Frank Steunen- * 
berg. i! 

Haywood was cheered by the pres- s 
ence of his wife, in court, who sat P 
in an invalid chair near him, with 
their two daughters. The room was 
well filled with spectators. 8 

The State’s list of witnesses was 1 
presented, with the announcement r 
that it might be necessary to call 1 
others later. Four veniremen were f 
excused, two because they had in- ? 
terests on the range and no one to € 
help them with their business, an¬ 
other because he is a Eoise police- E 
man, and still another on account'of e 
ill-health. 

Three jurymen satisfactory to the ( 
prosecution are in the witness box. * 
Nearly the entire day’s session was ‘ 
taken up by the prosecution’s ex- 1 
amination of twelve veniremen. 

A formidable array of counsel has < 
been engaged by both the State and j 
the defense to conduct the cases of < 
the accused miners. In charge of the 
prosecution are .Tames H. Hawley of 
this city, United States Senator W. E. - 
Borah, County Attorney O. M. Van- 
duyn and George Stone of Caldwell, 
esp >cially employed to represent | 
Canyon county, where the murder 
was committed. Representing the 
defendants are Messrs E. F. Richard¬ 
son of Denver, Clarence S. Darrow 
of Chicago, Edgar L. Wilson of 
Boise, a former law partner of Judge ! 
Wood, John F. Nugent of Boise and 
Frederick Miller of Spokane, Wash. 

Haywood is one of the four 
defendants charged with the murder 
o' " Governor Steunenberg. 

The others are Charles H. Moyer, 
president o: the federation; George 
A. Pettibone, a former member of the 
Executive Committee of the federa¬ 
tion, and Harry Orchard. The last 
named Is expected to be the most im¬ 
portant witness for the State against 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone. He 
is said to have made a confession, 
and it has been the task of the prose¬ 
cution to endeavor to corroborate 
this confession wherever possible. 
The fact that Haywood’s case is the 
first called for trial Is regarded as 
indicating that the prosecuting at¬ 
torneys believe their strongest evi¬ 
dence Is against the secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the federation. The outcome 
of his case will determine the action 
to be taken with regard to Moyer 
and Pettibone. Should there be a 
conviction of Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone will be called for trial In 
the order named. On the other hand, 
an acquittal of Haywood undoubt¬ 
edly would mean an abandonment of 
the cases against the other accused 
officers of the miners’ organization. 

Orchard will not be tried until all 
of the other cases are disposed of. It 
is said that the evidence against him 
is so strong that he cannot hope for 
other than conviction of murder in 
the first degree, regardless of the 
verdicts upon the indictments against 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone. 
Orchard, it is said, has not been 
promised any degree of clemency 
whatever in giving evidence for the 
State. Having admitted his active 
part in the henious crime of blowing 
the former Governor of Idaho to 
pieces with a bomb at the gate of his 
residence, Orchard will unquestion¬ 
ably have to pay the capital penalty 
for his confessed crime. 

Warrants were sworn out by 
Governor Gooding formally charging 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone with 
the murder of Steunenberg. The 
Governor of Colorado secretly hon¬ 
ored a requisition and they were 
secretly arrested and in the darkness 


ENGINEER WAS KILLED 


ENGINE CRASHES INTO REAR OF 
TRAIN, WHICH WAS OB¬ 
SCURED BY SMOKE. 


Cincinnati, O., May 10.—One man 
was killed, one fatally and two others 
seriously injured in a rear-end col- 
| lision at Jones station, seven miles 
south of Hamilton yesterday. An en¬ 
gine was following passenger train 
No. 1 on the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton Railroad and the heavy 
smoke prevented the engineer seeing 
the train, into the rear of which the 
engine crashed. 

Engineer King of Ivordale, who 
was making his second trip as engi¬ 
neer, was instantly killed and John 
Sullivan of Hamilton, superintendent 
of tracks, probably fatally injured. 

Jacob Reister, agent of ths road 
at Ivordale, suffered serious internal 
injuries, and Thomas Kirk of Jones’ 
station, had two ribs broken. No 
passengers were hurt. 


Chicago, May 10.—Suburban pas¬ 
senger train No. 114 on the Burling¬ 
ton Railroad, running between Au- , 
rora, Ill., and Chicago, was wrecked 
last night near Lawndale, six miles 
from the city, and twenty passen- , 
gers were hurt and it is reported sev¬ 
eral were killed. 

The train was running at high 
speed when the engine struck a brok¬ 
en rail and leaped from the track. 

It dragged the baggage car and one 
I coach with it and all three rolled 
down a small embankment. The 
other five coaches remained on the 
track.

NEW STOCK ISSUE OF UNION AND 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC STAG¬ 
GERS WALL STREET. 


si 11,000,000 Added to Harriman 
Capital and $60,000,000 Addi¬ 
tional May Be Raised. 


New York, May 10.—The Harri¬ 
man directors yesterday added $111,- 
000,000 to the floating capitalization 
of the Southern Pacific systems, with 
a possibility of $60,000,000 more. 
Although Wall Street has been fully 
Informed of the coming announce¬ 
ment the actual news seemed to take 
the stock market by surprise and a 
break of eight points in Union Pa¬ 
cific was the first result. siaie- 
ments by E. H. Harriman showing 
the tremendous earning power of the 
two railroads allayed the general 
alarm, and the stock market was 
steadied before the close. 

The new issues are in the shape of 
$36,000,000 of Southern Pacific pre¬ 
ferred to be sold at par, $75,000,000 
of 4-per cent convertible debenture 
bonds of Union Pacific to be ex¬ 
changed for common stock at 175 in 
three to five years. To provide for 
this conversion $100,000,000 of new 
common stock will be authorized. As 
the conversion will consume about 
$40,000,000 of this the Union Pa¬ 
cific will be left with about $60,000,- 
000 of common stock, which it can 
| issue at will. 


DRUG TRUST DEFEATED 


FEDERAL COURT PUTS A STOP 
TO BLACKLISTING CUT- 
RATE DRUGGISTS. 


Raisin Trust Out of Business. 

Fresno, Cal., May 10.—The raisin 
combine of Fresno county, the Pacific 
Coast Seeded Raisin Company, has 
reorganized and rearranged its meth¬ 
ods of doing business so as to comply 
with the Cartwright Anti-trust law. 
Heretofore the company fixed the 
price of seeded raisins and no mem¬ 
ber was permitted to sell except at 
the price named. With the control 
of the seeding patents it was pro¬ 
posed absolutely to control the 
seeded market. 

According to an announcement 
just issued the combine of five large 
firms in the State exists no longer 
to control the market. The Pacific 
Coast is in the business simply for 
manufacturing seeded raisins, charg¬ 
ing a manufacturing price. Each 
member will sell at whatever figure 
he chooses. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 10.—The | 
so-called ‘‘Drug Trust” was perpetu¬ 
ally enjoined today from continuing 
its operations by the decree in the 
United States Court in the District of 
Indiana, upon the complaint of the 
United States Government, filed by 
Joseph B. Keating, United States I 
District Attorney. 

The defendants, ninety-two in 
number, who are the members .di¬ 
rectors, agents and attorneys of the 
national association of retail drug¬ 
gists’ association, tripartite proprie¬ 
tors, ‘‘blacklist manufacturers,” di¬ 
rect contract proprietors, wholesale 
contract proprietors and Charles C. 
Baumbaugh are perpetually enjoined 
from combining and conspiring to 
restrain the sale of drugs, fix prices 
by agreement, blacklist retailers 
who cut prices, or refuse to sell any 
retailer on equal terms. All publi¬ 
cation of blacklists is forbidden and 
all contracts and agreements cov¬ 
ered by the charges are declared 
’ void. 

The direct contract serial is pro¬ 
hibited as well as the securing of the 
adoption of schedules for the sale 
of drugs. 

Charles C. Baumbaugh is charged 
in the bill of complaint with being 
engaged in printing and circulating 
black lists which contained the 
names of druggists throughout the 
i country who sold proprietory arti¬ 
cles and medicines at prices less than 
those which the alleged combination 
■ ordered. As charged, he would send 
l a list of price-cutters each month to 
every retail and wholesale druggist 
in the United States who belonged 
to the assocciation and as a result 
of this, these “aggressive cutters,” 

J as they were called, could not. buy 
: goods. 

It was further charged that those 
’ j accused of cutting prices on proprie- 
* I tory medicines were unable to pur- 
‘ chase any kind of drugs from the 
members of the several associations. 
All such practices are perpetually en- 
. joined. 

The decree entered today was dic¬ 
tated by the Government attorneys 
6 and agreed to by the defendants. 
With the entering of the decrees, the 
litigation came to an end with a 
6 i complete victory for the Government.
